two girls aged respectively 11 and 18 
years. 
Upon these complaints, w arrants 
were issued and Edgecomb was arrested 
by Constable 
Fred. C. Smith 
about 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
at his 
shop on South Main street. 
H e was 
taken to the County Jail and turned over 
to the custody of Captain Darcy until 
this morning. 
The complaints in question are sworn 
to by F. M. Garrett, who duriDgthe 
Baldwin administration was employed 
in the Street Superintendent’s office of 
this city, aud he alleges that Edgecomb 
on the lHth day of March last seduced 
Miss Maila Garrett, the eighteen-year-old 
daughter of complainan t. On the 20th 
day of the same month the defendant is 
further alleged to have committed rape 
upon his first victim's little sister Ella, 
aged 11 years. 
The third offense is 
alleged to have been committed on the 
25th day of May, upon Miss Maila. It 
is alleged that Edgecomb became ac­ 
quainted with the Garrett family during 
the c onth of February last, when they 
were residing upon Hill street; and as 
Vlr. Garrett, who is a widower, was fre­ 
quently absent from home during the 
evening, the young fellow became an 
almost daily visitor at the house. 
Mies 
Maila, who is a remarkably pretty young 
w’omau, had only been acquainted with 
Edgecomb about three weeks, when he, 
according to Mr. Garrett’s version of the 
distressing story, took advantage of her 
motherless and unprotected condition, 
during the absence of her father and 
little Bister, and, overcoming her scruples, 
reduced 
her. 
The young lady was 
reticent 
about 
the affair 
on 
her 
father’s return, and 
nothing would 
probably have been heard of it had not 
Edgecomb opened his victim’s eyes to 
his true nature by assaulting her sister. 
Five days after accomplishing the ruin 
of Maila, Edgecomb is alleged to have 
again called at the house, to fiud that 
the little girl Ella had been left alone by 
her father and sister, who had gone out 
to pay a visit. 
He went in under the 
pretense of keeping the child company 
until the return of her relatives, and he 
is alleged to have committed rape on the 
younger daughter, Ella, who is but 11 
years of age. Edgecomb Etill continued 
his visits to the house for a few days,and 
it was net until the elder girl had 
discovered that she was in a delicate 
condition, and had informed her seducer 
of it, that he stopped calling on the 
Garretts; and on the 25th of May 
last he is said to have attempted the 
third offense. This, however, instead of 
having the desired result, only compli­ 
cated matters, and finally, about ten 
days ago. Miss Maila confeseed to her 
father that she was ruined. 
In the 
meantime the younger child had been 
taken sick, and, on examination, it was 
found 
that 
she, 
too, 
had 
been 
assaulted, and 
the 
father was in­ 
formed of 
this also. 
For several 
days in a 
state verging on iusan- 
ity, the parent of the two girls hunted 
round town 'or Edgecomb, fully intend­ 
ing to kill him on sight; but as tho 
painter kept out cf sight, Mr. Garrett 
finally concluded to put the m atter into 
the hands of the law, and yesterday he 
swore to the complaint as stated. 
The defendant, who is 20 years of age, 
stated 
to 
a reporter yesterday that 
Miss Maila was 
a 
young 
woman 
of eaBy virtue and that she voluntarily 
came to his room on the night of the 
15th of M arch; and that she solicited 
money from him. 
As to the other 
charges, he denies them absolutely ; and 
beyond these statements, refuses to have 
anything to say until the m atter is 
brought into court. 


LIGHT AT LAST. 


The Story of the 
H o llin g sw o r th 
D iam ond K obhery. 
Probably the true story of the Hol­ 
lingsworth diamond robbery, over a year 
ago, is now given to the public. It will 
be remembered that one evening, about 
8 :30, the plate-glass window in the front 
of 
Hollingsworth’s store, on 
Spring 
street, was broken, and a tray contain­ 
ing about $G,000 worth of diamonds 
stolen by some one, who escaped despite 
the efforts of the detectives and the 
police. 
When Sheriff Aguirre took his 
office he employed Detective Lawson to 
see if the criminal might not be brought 
to justice. 
Detective Lawson has been 
at work on the case ever since. The first 
cine he obtained was after a search of 
the lodging-houses, when he managed to 
obtain information that led him to be­ 
lieve that a man named Armitage was 
the man who took the diamonds. 
He 
learned that the woman supposed to be 
Mrs. 
Arinitage 
was 
in 
tbe 
city, 
and, 
by 
the 
aid 
of 
a 
woman, 
succeeded 
in 
obtaining 
from 
her 
the whole history of the affair. 
Bhe 
said 
th at 
Armitage 
had 
come 
home 
with 
the 
diamonds, 
and 
said that a friend had given them to him 
to keep fcrh ’m. 
Afterwards he told her 
that a confederate had secured a sledge­ 
hammer and had knocked in the window 
while he seized the tray and ran up the 
adjoining stairway and down the back 
Btairwav into Mott alley, and then took 
the diamonds safely home. 
The dia­ 
monds were put in a sack and then 
packed in the bottom of a trunk. 
About 
the same time Armitage m ade love to a 
widow here who promised to marry him. 
She transferred to him stocks, certifi­ 
cates and chocks, and to the latter he 
forged her name and obtained about 
$2 000, which was also put in the trunk. 
He became frightened then and went to 
8an Francisco. Mrs. Armitage took the 
truuk and went to Pasadena, where she 
received a telegram instructing her to go 
to Han Francisco. She did so, and turned 
the trunk over to Armitage, and one day 
he told her that he was going to deposit 
the money and jewels in a Dank. She 


never raw him after that. The detec­ 
tives traced Armitage to Balt Lake City 
and various places in the East, and it is 
thought he is now in Canada. 
Bis con­ 
federate is supposed to 
be 
still in 
the city, and 
wears 
one 
of 
the 
diamonds, but there was not enough evi­ 
dence to warrant his arrest. 
Armitage 
w as born in India, of a Scotch mother 
and English father, and is 47 years old. 
He was special correspondent of a Chi­ 
cago paj>er during tbe civil war, and was 
wounded at Gettysburg. He is well 
koown in New York, and at one time 
conducted a jewelry store in Kansas 
City. 
Later he ran a music store in 
Dallas, Texas. At Kansas City ho m ar­ 
ried a woman, whom he deserted, and 
went to Halt Lake, where he married 
again, deserting his second wife when h# 
went to New Orleans, where he induced 
a wealthy woman to advance means for 
the painting of the "Battle of Gettys­ 
burg,” which he exhibited and then 
brought to L o b ADgeles, where he exhib­ 
ited it on South Main street, near Wash­ 
ington. 
He was married here the third 
time, and while here proposed to three 
women, all of whom accepted him. One 
of these was the widow whose checks he 
forged. 


TH E WILLIAMS CASE. 


He la H eld to A n sw er on a C harge 
of fo r g e r y . 
At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
teetimony in the preliminary examinar 
tion of A. C. Williams, alias Sanguinetti, 
Gorham or Blake, was taken. 
He is 
charge 1 with having forged the nam e of 
Arthur Gorham to a draft for $500 on the 
First 
National 
Bank of Coldwaterr 
Kansas, on tbe llth day of June last. 
The complaining witness, Frank Maynee, 
one of the proprietors of the Nadeau 
Hotel, testified in effect that on the day 
in question he accompanied Williams 
to the Farm ers’ and M erchants’ Bank, 
where the draft was made out by Mr. 
Fleishm an, one of the clerks, and signed 
by Williams in the name of Gorham. 
Believing at the time that Gorham was 
his real name, he identified him and en*- 
dorsed the draft, upon which young 
Williams was paid $493. A few days 
later, after Williams had left for San 
Francisco, he was informed that the sig­ 
nature was a forgery and that he would 
have to pay the $500 as endorser. 
He did 
so. 
and in 
the 
meantime 
W illiams was arreBted in 
San Fran­ 
cisco; and brought back to this city 
on 
a 
warrant. 
In 
addition 
to 
Mr. 
Maynes, three 
other witnesses 
were examined. These were, Joseph O. 
Murphy, an attorney who was retained 
by the real A rthur Gorham a short time 
ago in a Kansas case, and therefore was 
competent to prove that Williams was 
not the man he claimed to b e ; H. J . 
Fleishm an, the bank clerk, who saw 
Williams forge the d raft; and J. C.W ray, 
a Deputy Sheriff, to whom Williams made 
a confession, while being brought down 
from Han Francisco to this city after his 
arrest. 
Thu defense not offering any testimony, 
the Court held the defendant to answer 
to the Superior Court in $1,500 bail.

T he regular weekly m eeting of the 
B oard of Police CommieeionerB v a? held 
yeetsirday 
afternoon 
in

office, H on. H . T . H azard in th e chair, 
a n d a full hoard present. 
Owing to a 
n u m b er of rum ors th at h ad been bruited 
ab cu t to th e effect th at m atters of m ore 
th a n usual im portance w ere to be dis­ 
cussed, relative to further changes on 
th e force, a general air of disquietude 
pervaded the room before th e m eeting, 
b u t no inkling of the tru th w as ascer­ 
tainable from th e com m issioners. 
A t 2:15 o ’clock M ayor H azard took 
th e chair, and th e m eeting waB formally 
called to order, w hen M r. K nox m oved 
th a t th e board, before th e reading of the 
m in u tes, hold an executive session. This 
w as vigorously objected to by Mayor 
H azard , and th e question was raised as 
to the u n co n stitu tio n ally cf such a 
m eth o d of procedure. W hile th e charter 
w as being inspected as to its provisions 
for th e m eetings ot m unicipal bodies, the 
m in u tes were read and approved. 
Mr. Lindley, a t the close of th is pre­ 
lim inary, inform ed th e board th at he 
h ad been m isinfoim ed as to th e qualiti- 
cations 
of 
Officer 
H arth o rn e, 
and 
h e 
h ad , 
since 
the 
last 
m eeting, 
a t 
w hich 
h e 
h ad 
voted 
for 
th e 
rem oval 
of 
th a t 
officer, 
dis­ 
covered th at h e was as fully qualified 
to hold office as Officer G oodm an. 
H e 
therefore m oved th at th e rem oval of Of 
ficer H arth o rn e be reconsidered, and on 
th is being carried, the m atter of his be­ 
ing reinstated w as put to th e vote, and it 
w as so ordered. 
T he question of going 
in to an executive session was 
then 
brought up ag ain , and as it w as found 
th a t th e ch arter was silent on th e m ethod 
of holding th e m eetings cf the Police 
C om m ission, though providing th at those 
of th e Council a n a Board of Education 
should be in public, the m otion carried, 
in spite of M ayor H azard’s objections. 
I n reply to th e ch airm an ’s questions as 
to th e object of his colleagues, Messrs. 
K nox and Lindley said th a t the m atters 
to be discussed were such th at it was 
considered beet th a t they should not be 
m ade public. 
M ayor H azard again pro­ 
tested against such a proceeding, b ut the 
m otion was carried by a vote ol th ree to 
o n e ; and the C hief of Police, C lerk Rob­ 
inson and the reporters a t once w ithdrew 
from th e room. 
I t w as 4 :30 o’clock before th e door was 
reopened to ad m it the representatives cf 
th e press, and th e regular business be­ 
fore he board w as proceeded w ith. 
The 
fire» m atter discussed w as th e petition of 
Serivecke and W atkins for a new license 
a t th e A lham bra saloon, form erly known 
as the M issing L ink, w hich was referred 
back to th e petitioners last week w ith in­ 
structions to obtain th e consent of the 
f 
roperty ow ners in th e vicinity. 
Mr. 
nox m oved th a t the application be de­ 
denied, an d upon putting the m otion to a 
vote a tie resulted ; and M r. K nox m oved 
th a t it be granted, and another tie was 
registered, an d th e application was de­ 
nied, an d the Chief of Police was in­ 
structed to close th e saloon. 
T he petition of T. T . T hom as icr a 
license at th e saloon on th e corner cf 
M arches8ault and New H igh streets was 
granted, as was also th a t of E . W . M yers 
for a transfer of license for the prem ises 
a t 21 Loe Angeles street, heretofore is­ 
sued to M yers & C ham pion.

M ayor H azard entered a vigorous pro­ 
test against such a m otion, and said that 
h e did not believe th at th e board had 
an y authority to arbitrarily rem ove the 
C hief w ithout cause, and he was certain 
th a t th e charter did not confer any such 
rig h t upon the body. 
M r. Knox again 
aeked for th e roll call, b u t the chairm an 
said it waB evident to h im from the pro­

him ,

B urns’ 
place, 
and 
th a t 
he did 
n ot believe

could rem ove B urns legally, and that 
such a proceeding was subversive to the 
interests of th e public and the harm ony 
of th e city governm ent. 
H e then paid a 
very high trib u te to B u rn s’ adm inistra­ 
tio n , saying, am ong o th er things, that 
th ere never was less crim inality in the 
city th an at present. 
I t m ight be that 
th a t was the objection of th e Com m is­ 
sioners to B urns, for all h e k n ew ; and 
for his p a rt he d id not propose to stay 
and see it done. 
M r. K nox for th e third tim e asked for 
th e calling of th e roll, an d it waB sug­ 
gested th a t if M r. H azard did not want 
to stay, he could appoint some one of the 
o th er C om m issioners to th e chair. This, 
how ever, he refused to do, and he atked 
th e board to state th eir reasons for re­ 
q uiring B urns’ rem oval, and requested 
M r. K uox to state publicly w hat he had 
nrged in executive session. 
H ow ever- • 
M r. K nox w ould not accede to this, and 
M ayor H azard again gave th e board his 
ideas on th e proposition. 
H e said he 
hoped th a t if th e board rem oved Chief 
B urns, th a t in future they w ould assum e 


th e responsibility of handling th e police 
business of the city and relieve him en ­ 
tirely of it. 
He did not th in k th a t th eir 
ac ion w as fair, right or legal, and if he 
had th e power, he would sim ply adjourn 
the m eeting. T here was no parallel case 
on the annals cf th e m unicipal records, 
where a Bo%rd of Police C om m issioners 
had acted as this had. 
He th en left his seat, b u t rem ained in 
th e room and for th e n e x t tw enty m in­ 
utes th e rest of th e board endeavored to 
persuade him to appDint a tem porary 
chairm an and retire, or reseat him self 
and allow th e roll to be c a lle d ; it be­ 
ing argued by th e m ajority th a t as long 
as lie rem ained in the room they could 
not act, as he w as still chairm an ; whilst 
he argued, on th e other h an d , th at he 
had resigned th e chair and th ey could go 
ahead and carry th e vote by them selves. 
At 5 :30 o’clock Mr. Lindley dem anded 
th e roll call, but Clerk Robinson refused 
to do so unless ordered to do so by the 
com m ission, and as th is did not m eet 
th eir view s the m atter rem ained in sta tu 
quo. 
A bout 6 o ’clock L ouis Seiwecke 
entered the room and dem anded a hear­ 
ing upon the m atter of th e A lham bra 
saloon, but M ayor H azard, who w as 
seated a t the reporters’ table, inform ed 
him th a t oral argum ents were agaii st 
the rules of the board and he m ust m ake 
his com m unication in w riting. 
M r. Sie- 
wecke left 
in 
disgust, and as soon 
as th e door closed on h is retreating 
from Mr. Lindley “ jum ped” M ayor H az­ 
ard on th e proposition th a t he had acted 
as chairm an in addressing the saloon­ 
keeper, and therefore could not m aintain 
his stand upon th e ground th at he had 
resigned the chair. 
A nother request for 
th e roll-call was m ade, b ut it m et w ith 
no response. 
I t was th en proposed by 
M r. K nox to call in Stephen M. W hite, 
who w as an au th o rity on parliam entary 
rules, to prove th a t the M ayor w as w rong 
in his argum ents; but he had gone hom e, 
and n c thing rem ained to be done but to 
argue th e question all over again am ong 
them selves. 
A t 6:30 o ’clock Mr. L ind­ 
ley m ade a m otion to adjourn, which was 
seconded by M r. K nox, b u t here again 
th e sam e legal question was raised, and 
S enator R . F. Del V alle was eent for to 
decide one way or th e o th er; but he also 
had closed his office and could not be 
found. 
The three Com m issioners com ­ 
prising 
the 
m ajority 
th en 
held 
a 
w hispered caucus in one corner of the 
room for eome m inutes. 
C lerk Robinson 
at 7 o ’clock closed bis books, and roee to 
leave th e room, saying he did not care 
w hether th e C om m issioners excused him 
or not. 
Mr. Knox w arm ly retorted th at h e had 
no right to talk in th at w ay to th e b oard. 
Then th e question w as again raised over 
the appointm ent of Mr. K nox as tem po­ 
rary clerk, according to th e m otion of 
Mr. Lindley, and once m ore was the 
whole m atter gone into, neith er side giv­ 
ing way one inch. 
T hings rem ained in 
th is position until 7 :27 p. m ., w hen Mr. 
K nox w ent to th e door to speak to M r. L. 
Siewecke about h is saloon license, and 
Mayor H azard at once took th e oppor­ 
tunity of slipping out. 
As soon as he 
had gone, Mr. K nox came in again, and 
on his m otion Mr. Dexter was appointed 
tem porary chairm an, the regular ch air­ 
m an not having assigned one in his 
absence; and, on m otion of M r. L indley, 
Com m issioner K nox was appointed as 
tem porary clerk. 
Mr. 
Lindley 
then m oved 
th at J. 
F. B urns be rem oved from th e office 
of 
C hief of 
Police, and 
M r. 
K nox 
having seconded th e m otion, it was put 
to the vote, and a result of 3 ayes and I 
ab sen t was recorded. 
T hen followed, in 
th e sam e order, the rem ovals of C aptain 
Em il H arria an d C . H . Jen n in g s from 
the force. 
T hese m atters having been 
disposed of, th e following m en were a p ­ 
pointed, on m otion of M r. L indley, by 
the sam e m ethod of procednre: J . M. 
G lass, C hief; 
M. R. H iggins, L. G. 
Loomis, J . F . Del V alle and N . L. 
S anchez; and also W . A. Bosqui as a 
special officer. 
T he next th in g on the program m e was 
the appointm ent of M. R . H iggins as 
D eputy Chief, and the granting of a 
leave of absence to the incum bent, F. 
E . Biles, until August 1st, w hen h is re­ 
m oval takes effect. 
Mr. W . W. Robinson was th en ex­ 
cused from further attendance at the 
m eetings of th e board, as it was said his 
duties as M ayor’s Clerk were sufficiently 
onerous, w ithout including the Police 
Com m ission, and it was resolved to re­ 
quest C hief G lass to furnish th e board 
w ith a clerk, w ho should be detailed from 
th e force, in future. 
On m otion of Mr. K nox, a recess was 
tak en until 2 o’clock this afternoon, and 
th e beard, at his suggestion, proceeded 
in a body to police headquarters to notify 
the departm ent of the changes w hich 
would take effect im m ediately. 
The th ree C jm m issioners th en put out 
th e light, and left th e M ayor’s office for 
the City H all, M r. Knox taking the m in­ 
utes 
be 
had m ade during 
the few 
m inu e9 he had officiated as clerk. 
Ju st 
opposite the C ourt House, on S pring 
street, th e party m et Detective G lass, 
and w arm ly congratulated him upon his 
e le c tio n ; and, wheeling round at th eir 
request, he accom panied them to the 
Poiice Station. 
Upon the arrival of the party here they 
in vaded th e C hief’s 
office 
and Mr. 
K nox, pulling th e m inutes from his 
pocket, read to Chief B urns, w ho was 
talking to h is deputy, Mr. Biles, th at 
part of the m inutes relating to h is re­ 
m oval and the m ethod by which it was 
consum m ated, and ordered him to turn 
over h is office and all the property per­ 
tain in g th ereto to th e new C hief of P o­ 
lice, J . M. G lass. 
T he tw o C hiefs were then introduced 
form ally to eacd other, an d C hief B urns 
questioned G lass as to w h eth er he had 
duly qualified for th e office by being 
sworn in and filing the necessary bond. 
T he latter replied th a t h e had not, 
w hereupon C hief B urns refused to turn 
over h is office to his successor until he 
should furnish proofs of h is qualifica­ 
tions. 
. 
Mr. L indley then dem anded th a t C hief 
B urns tu rn over h is office to th e Board of 
Police CommisBaonerB; b u t th is also was 
refused, upon the ground th a t he bad no 
authority to do so. 
The situation a t th is m om ent w as de­ 
cidedly an unpleasant one for th e C om ­ 
m issioners and G lass, and an em barrass­ 
ing silence ensued for several m om ents. 
Mr. K nox, how ever, came to the rescue, 
and sent for th e clerk on duty in the 
office in front. 
C lerk R . E. C ottle responded to the 
call, an d was inform ed by Mr. K nox th at 
the comm ission no 
longer recognized 
Mr. B urns as C h ie f; ana th at w hile on 
duty h e would receive h is instructions 
from th e board through M r. G lass, in 
th eir absence. 
H e was further inform ed by Chief 
B urns th at until M r. Glass qualified he 
could not legally recognize him as Chief, 
a n d h e was then allowed to w ithdraw . 
Mr. K nox th en instructed Mr. G lass 
to notify C aptain H arris an d C. H . Jeu- 
niuus of th eir rem ovals from th e force, 
and to receive th eir stars. 
H e was also 
MMVéred, as soon as practicable, to furnish 
stars to th e five m en new ly appointed. 
T he m inutss were then sealed u p in 
an envelope and handed to M r. G lass, 
who w as instructed to furnish a clerk at 
the resum ption of th e m eeting this after­ 


noon and bring u p th e m inutes at th a t 
tim e. 
At th is ju n cture, M ayor H azard cam e 
into the Btation, ju st as th e C om m ission­ 
ers w ere about to leave, and he co m ­ 
m enced to rail a t th e Com m issioners for 
th e m anner in w hich they had carried 
th e ir points. 
H e claim ed th at w hen he 
left th e office a t 7 :27 p. m . th ere was no 
quorum present. Mr. K nox being then 
out of th e room 
talking 
to 
Louis 
Siewecke. 
T heir re convention in his 
absence, he said, was illegal.'* 
M r. K nox h olly re to rte d : “ My bat 
w as in th e room a t th e tim e I was talk ­ 
ing to S iew ecke;” but th e M ayor, in a 
jocular m anner, asked him if his h at wap 
sufficient to establish h is identity, re 
m arking fu rth er, “ In m y judgm ent, gen­ 
tlem en, your elections a re illegal and 
v o id .” 
T he th ree C om m issioners, by th is tim e, 
show ed a disposition to han g th eir heads 
an d in a few m inutes, taking advantage 
of a break in th e crow d w hich had 
gathered round th e door, left th e office 
in single file a n d , on 
reaching the 
Btreet, w alked hurriedly aw ay together. 
C hief B urns reiterated to a H e r a l d 
reporter, after th e d eparture of M essrs. 
K nox, Lindley a n d D exter, his intention 
to m aintain his position as C hief of 
Police until M r. G lass is duly qualified 
bv being sworn in an d tiling a bond, 
duly approved b y th e M ayor and the 
Council, as provided in section 02 of the 
charter. 
U nder this section it is necessary for 
th e new Chief of Pblice to obtain the 
M ayor’s approval of h is bond, as well as 
th a t of th e C ouncil; so th a t M r. G lass’ 
chancee of obtaining possession of the 
office to which he has ju st been elected 
are som ew hat rem ote, M ayor H azard be­ 
ing firmly resolved to stan d by th e p res­ 
en t incum bent. 
T he situation at the tim e of w riting is 
undoubtedly a critical one. as th e officers 
are in a quandary as to w hom to refer for 
instructions. 
Should th ey go to Chief 
B urns, it íb not im probable th at th e C om ­ 
m issioners will take judicial notice of 
th eir refusal to acknow ledge th eir o rd e rs : 
and on th e o th er hand, Chief B urns be 
ing still a t the head of affairs, will not be 
likely to allow 
his au th o rity 
to be 
slighted by those who acknow ledge M r 
G lass as the new officer. 
W hen the new s of th e changes reached 
th e streets there were m any com m ents 
m ade in regard to the action ot th e C om ­ 
m issioners, and few of th em were favor­ 
able to the m ajority of th e board. 
The 
fact th at Chief B arns had m ade a success 
of his brief reign was conceded on all 
sides, and the action of th e board in an 
pointing at least tw o officers who were 
th e cause of an im m ense am o u n t of 
scandal in th e d ep artm en t was ch arac­ 
terized 
as, 
to 
B ay 
th e 
least, 
foolish.

It has been so coolly assumed that Los 
Angeles is dead that it gives us great 
pleasure to show that we not only are 
■till alive and kicking, bat with a healthy 
vitality withal. 
The press of the north­ 
ern and central counties has kept up the 
clamor about our “ busted” boom so in­ 
cessantly that very few people know that 
Los Angeles is not only fairly prosperous 
but íb by far th e most active city of the 
same population on the American conti­ 
nent, far eclipsing even San Francisco in 
ratio.

The inevitable 
result will be a revival in real estate 
transactions, which, though it may not 
attain the dimensions of a year and a 
half ago, will be healthy and continu­ 
ous. 
From every point of view the situ­ 
ation is highly encouraging, and the be­ 
ginning of building on the extension of 
the Union Pacific, tbrongh the Utah 
Southern, to Los AngeleB, will be the 
lignal for a new, stable and brighter era 
for this city and county and for Southern 
California.

That is, they did bo as far as they 
canid; but they were held in irons by 
the Mayor, who refused to put their 
sweeping proposition to vote, and left the 
room and the Boaid without a quorum. 
The trio, however, came bravely up to 
the scratch, and like the three tailors of 
Tooley street, resolved that they were the 
Board, and passed their proposition by a 
voté of two, one of them having been 
crm pelledto take the chair, which lef 
him only with the right to the casting 
vote in case of a tie. 
W hat, in the name 
of all the fnriee, is the m atter with this 
razy Board? Here, under Chief Burns’s 
regime, 
we 
have 
bad 
excellent 
order 
and 
as 
perfect 
a 
police 
service as ever this city has enjoyed. 
Gambling has 
been practically sup­ 
pressed, and everything pertaining to 
the protection of the city has worked ad­ 
mirably. 
There is something sinister 
behind the action of the Police Com jiis- 
sioners, and that something will soon 
show itself on the surface. The Board 
is doing its level best to injure the city 
and to bring the administration of our 
government into contempt.

Others came to 
help, and one by one seven men fell into 
the water, which by this time was full of 
muck and lime from the vault. Three 
were rescued, some by men who after­ 
wards perished in attem pting to save 
others. The «lead are : James Crawford, 
Albert Kuukler, John Clearv and Frank 
Maloney. 
Crawford and Cleary were 
married. 


T H E N A T I O N A L « A M E . 


T h e impending marriage of the Prince 
of W ales’ eldest daughter to the Earl of 
Fife seems to be popular with the English 
people. The Hanoverian dynasty has so 
persistently intermarried with petty Ger­ 
man princes, that this second departure 
of selecting a home nobleman as the 
husband for an English priDcess has 
gained general public approbation. The 
marriage of the Marquis of Lome with 
Louise, one of Victoria’s daughters, was 
the first break made in this direction. 
Lome is a man of brains, and a good 
enough fellow, as English and Scotch 
nobility goes. 
But the House of Argyle 
is not popular with the English zna^es, 
r*nd the fact that Lorne caught a Tartar 
rather pleases them than otherwise. 
It 
is pretty rough on Lorne to have sacri­ 
ficed his independence to royalty to 
find himself the cipher of a Zantippe, 
and at the same time to feel that English 
men generally have no sympathy for 
him in his henpecked condition. The 
Earl of Fife, however, seems to have 
struck a very different wave. 
He stands 
well with the people, is tolerably rich, 
and is in the prime of a well-preserved 
life. There is, however, a skeleton in his 
house, and it is merely necessary to say 
with Lady Macbeth, “ the Earl of Fife, 
he had a wife,” and thereby hangs a tale 
that is not devoid of scandal. 


T h e Eight-Hour League of this State 
is holding a convention in San Francisco, 
and a few days ago a motion waB made 
to request the local clergy to favor the 
cause. 
The discussion which ensued on 
this motion would seem to indicate that 
workingmen do not expect to receive 
much sympathy or help frem the clergy. 
We will quote the substance of the re­ 
marks of two delegates on the mction, 
and they seemed to voice the general 
sen'im ent: 
P. A.Wellin, cf the C arpenters’ Union, 
in speaking to the motion, said he b id 
small hopes cf any aid coniinu from the 
clergy. 
He respected the church, but he 
did not think the clergy were in sympa­ 
thy with the laboring clasees. 
He did 
not favcr the motion. 
Delegate Grambarth entertained siroi 
lar views regarding the clergy to those 
expressed by Mr. Welhn, claiming thaf 
the history of cbuichee showed that the 
ministers, with very few exceptions, 
leaned towards the side of power. “ I! 
we succeed,” he said, “ we will have to 
fight our own battles.” 
Rev. A. J. Wells, of this city, in his 
sermon last Sunday, said that one reason 
why the churches were empty was the 
failure to apply the living doctrines of 
Christianity in sympathetic touch with 
every movement designed to improve 
man’s condition.

Sullivan held that the marriage con­ 
tract between the late ex-Senator Wm. 
Sharon and Sarah Althea Terry was valid 
and that the parties were legally husband 
and wife. The Supreme Court finds that 
the parties kept their marriage (if there 
was one) and their relation as husband 
and wife secret, and for this reason the 
marriage was never consummated. 
Hie 
case is remanded for a new trial. 
THE CASE PRACTICALLY ENDED. 
“ I think the decision 
which 
was 
handed down this morning practically 
ends the case,” said Attorney Herrin, 
who has now charge of the Sharon case. 
“ The Supreme Court now says there can 
he no purely secret marriage. 
Secrecy 
has been the foundation of Sarah Al­ 
thea’s case so far. The only way in which 
she can further renew the case will be 
by bringing forward testimony to show 
that, the marriage was public. 
I hardly 
think she will do this. 
We have never 
paid alimony. 
Judge Sullivan granted 
$2,500 per month alimony. The Su­ 
preme Court reduced this to $500 per 
month, which we never paid. Judge 
Sullivan ttien gave judgment againBt u? 
for $0,000. 
Meanwhile, the Circuit 
Court had rendered its decision, and on 
this we based a eecond appeal to the Su­ 
preme Court oi the State of California, 
which is now pending.

POINT* IN THE DECISION. 
The decision covers 
nearly ninety

The Supreme Court holds, in sub- 
stauce, that the parties to the suit lived 
together as husband and wife, and that 
they assumed other marital rights, is not 
sustained by the evidence submitted.
